NORTH POLE ON THE FOURTH OF 


JULY. 


"I declare with the sound Judgment 


of an American who knows whereof 
he speaks, that 1 expect to raise tli 
Btars and stripes at the North Pole on 
the Fourth of July, 1902." So writes 
Evelen B. Baldwin, the Arctic explor- 
er, from a strong outpost on the north- 
ern extremity of Franz Josef Land, 
within tlio Arctic circle of Europe, 
north of Norway or Siberia. They arc 
attacking the pole in European waters 
or ieo, while Peary and other*; are en 
gaged in 
the same 
venture 
from 


Greenland, far to the westward, al- 
though as we get to the top of the 
globe distances arc not so great as In 
the lower latitudes. 


The Baldwin-Ziegler expedition 
di- 


rected by Baldwin and fitted out by 
the liberality of Ziegler, an American j 
millionaire, is undoubtedly the best t 
equipped force that has over attacked 
the pole. At their high northern sta- 
tion on Franz Josef Land, where they 
have gone into winter quarters, with 
two splendid ships for the purpose of 
the expedition, they have 42 picked 
men, 422 dogs in gooi condition, and a 
lavish supply of equipment and provi 
sions. No Arctic expedition was ever 
fitted out with such care as to the end 
in view.

An Indianana Man Wat Hanged Early 


This Morning for the Murder of 
' 


Hi* Wife. 


M'chigan ilty, Intl., Jan". 17.—John 


Rlnkard, convicted of flie murder cf 
his wife at Marion in June, 1900, ex- 
piated his crime on the gallows a few 
minutes past midnight at the North- 
ern Indiana prison. Although the 
doomed man attempted to preserve 
the same stoical demeanor that has 
characterized him since he attempted 
to take his own life after killing bis 
wife 18 months ago, he mounted the 
scaffold with a tread not of the firmest 
and declined to make- a statement. 
The straps and noose were adjusted, 
the trap sprung at 12:11- a. m., and in 
Qve minutes Rinkard was pronounced 
dead by the prison physicians.
